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MEXICAN BAND 
ESCAPES FROM 
U.S: SOLDIERS 


One Private and Possibly 
15 of Enemy Slain in 
Battle on Border, 


OTHER RAIDERS TAKEN 


Brownsville, Tex., Aug. 3.—The Mexican 
bandit gang, which was believed to have 
been surrounded north of here today after 
a raid on this side of the border, has es- 
caped from United States cavalrymen 
and an American posse bent on their cap- 
ture, according to information received 
here tonight. 

After today’s battle, in which Private 
McGuire of the Twelfth cavalry was 
Killed and Privates Curtis and Clapsad- 
dle were wounded, and in which the Mex- 
icans slain are estimated as high as fif- 
teen, the raiders were reported in- 
trenched in the brushy country about 


eighteen miles north of here. 

When the place was rushed late today | 
the troops found only two bodies, six 
saddled horses, and one extra saddle. 

Two Mexicans of the band previously 
had been captured. They refuse to divulge 
any information concerning the raiders. 
It has been difficult to ascertain the exact 
casualties sustained by them owing to the 
isolated nature of the terrain ee they 
are operating. 


Martial Law in Force. 

Martial law practically is in force inthe 
region of today’s fighting and every ranch 
and farmhouse’ in the community has pre- 
pared to resist further raids, while posses 
and cavalrymen tonight continued scour- 
ing the country in search of the men who 
escaped and who apparently have taken 
to the brush afoot. 

County Judge H. L.. Yates has appealed 
to the war department for 1,000 to 1,500 
more troops to patrol the lower Rio 
Grande valley. He also asked Gov. Fer- 
guson for assistance and was assured the 
governor would do everything in his 
power to obtain additional troops. 


Another Band of 23 Taken. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 3.—Col,. Ricardo 
Aguilar, former ‘‘red flagger’’ under Gen. . 
Salazar, and a former captain of Huerta’s 
army, and twenty-two Mexican raiders 
were captured * today on the border by 
United States cavalrymen under Capt. 
Ryan. A quantity or arms, ammunition, 
and supplies was taken. 

Telegrams from Gen. Funston trans- 
mittéd the following report from the com- 
manding officer, western Texas — 
patrol district: 

“ Filfbustering expedition captured by 
Capt. Ryan ten miles west of Fort Han- 
cock.

eight rifles, forty belts ammunition, one

‘The prisoners and supplies have been 
turned over to the United States marshal. 


U. S. to Restore Order. 

Order is to be restored in the republic 
of Mexico at whatever cost by the United 
States, acting in conjunction with the 
Latin American powers of Argentina, 
Brazil, Chile, Bolivia, Uruguay, and Gua- 
temala. 

Formal announcement was made today 
at the state department that the repre- 
sentatives of the six Latin American re- 
publics, who are to confer with Secre- 
tary of State Lansing on Thuraday, have 
full authority from their governments 
to agree to a plan of action for the 
restoration of peace. 

Secretary Lansing will propose @ con- 
crete plan for the improvement of con- 
ditions in the Mexican republic. This 
plan contemplates the elimination of all 
military leaders now heading various 
factions and armies and the selection of

Madero cabinet, as president. 

Sefior Tagle will appoint as foreign min- 
ister @ man satisfactory to the United 
States and the six Latin American re- 
publics, after which he will resign and 
the foreign minister will become presi- 
dent The new president then will call 
an election, at which the Mexican peo- 


ject their own head. 


Embargo Will Be U. 8. Weapon. 

All of the leaders in Mexico with the 
exception of Carranza are expected to 
agree to this plan. If Carranza persists 
in his refusal to treat with those now op- 
posed to him in the field, the United States 
will declare an embargo on the shipment

Buildings Topple Into Swirling Torrent

Erie, Pa., Aug. 3.—[Special.]~Twenty- 
five persons reported drowned, 2,000 
homeless, nearly 100 buildings swept 
from their foundations, the city in total 
darkness, and the eastern section inun- 
dated, and damage to property estimated 
at several million dollars is the toll of a 


cloudburst that struck Erie shortly after 
6 


o'clock tonight. 

It is impossible to ascertain the exact 
loss of life. Many persons are still im- 
prisoned in their houses by the waters. 
Conditions in the eastern section are un- 
known, ae that part of the city is en- 
tirely cut off. 


Cloudburst for 15 Minutes. 

The cloudburst lasted fifteen minutes. 
Police and firemen started out in boats 
to warn families living along the banks 
of Mill creek to leave their homes imme- 
diately. But by that time houses were 
toppling into the flood and being swept 
down stream. 

The rush of waters burst the dams 
south of the city and a further torrent 
of water was added to the flood. 

The cloudburst came as the climax of 
three days of steady rain. Mill creek, 
which divides the city, already swollen 
beyond its banks, became a torrent when 
the clouds opened up. The business sec- 
tion was flooded to a depth of five feet and 
all lines of communication were blocked. 


Four Feet Rise in Five Minutes. 

The flood started at Twenty-eighth 
street and came down through the Mill 
Creek valley. It rose four feet in five 
minutes and then the onrush of water 
came so fast it was impossible to esti- 
mate the speed with which it rose. Houses 
were torn looge from their foundations 
and culverts were choked. 


The worst congestion came at Ninth | 


street, which is in the center of the city, 
Haif a dozen houses were washed away 
here and piled up. seventy-five feet high 
in the path of the waters. Scores of peo- 
ple are still inside of these houses and 
under the debris at that point. Whether 
they are still alive can only be a. tai 
tured. 


' Flood Starts at 7 O’Clock. 

The rain that preceded the flood started 
with a heavy thunderstorm at 4 o’clock 
this afternoon and continued for several 
hours until the cloud burst. 

The water in Mill creek began to rise 
at 7 o'clock. It appeared dangerous, but 
people living along the stream refused 
to leave their homes. The creek rose 
rapidly and by 8 o'clock the people be- 
gan to move out. At 8:30 the full force of 
the flood struck those who tarried. 

One woman who was preparing to re- 
tire was hurled from her home nude and 
was rescued at Seventeenth street, two 
blocks from her home. 

For fully twenty-six blocks the water 
rushed. State street is a river. Life 
savers have been called from the life 
saving stations on Lake Erie, and fire- 
men and policemen, under the direction 
of Mayor Stern, are making every effort 
for the rescue of the imperiled and the 
comfort of the homeless and distressed. 


City in Complete Darkness. 

Among the first plants to go out of com- 
mission was that of the Erie County 
Electric company, which supplied the city 
with light. Immediately darkness settled 
over the city. Then the offices of the Erie 
Dispatch, a morning paper, whose build- 
ing adjoins the electric light plant, were 
flooded, and: all idea of getting out a 
morning paper was abandoned until mid- 
night, when the staff was moved to the 


Tby the water. 


} plant of the Erie Times. A telegraph 
operator waded in water upto his armpits 
to the Western Union Telegraph office, 
a dtstance of five blocks, and there sent 
out his story of the flood. 

All telephone wires were put out ot | 
commission by the flooding of conduits, 
and it was several hours before crippled 
telegraph communication could be partial- 
ly restored. 

Late tonight the rain still was falling 
and it was feared that more damage would 
be done to the downtown property. It 
was feared some of the older structures 
would be undermined and would collapse. 

Assistant Fire Chief Durner lost his life 
with four firemen while they were trying 
to rescue a family from a house which 
was floating down Mill creek. 

A little girl standing on the banke of 
Mill creek was carried down to her death 
when the bank caved in. 

It is estimated at midnight that 2,000 
persons are homeless. Telephone service 
is so crippled that the work of relieving 
the distressed and rescue is seriously im- 
peded.

It was surmised that Mr. Redfield wei- 
comed Judge Landis’ decree as affording 
a graceful means of withdrawing from 
an inquiry that was becoming daily more 
uncomfortable. Dr. W. A. Evans, fore- 
man of the coroner’s jury, urgedfrom the 
outset that the department of commerce 
investigation should be postponed till 
after the grand jury took action. 


Secretary Before State Jury. 

Secretary Redfield was quizzed for near- 
ly two hours before the state grand jury.

“If a man didn’t have money he'd 
starve to death,” he said. “ They charge 
15 cents for a package of tobacco and 
cigaret papers. The kind of papers given 
away in cigar stores they charge a cent 
a package for. A pie costs 20 cents and 
three little doughnuts a nickel.”

‘SHIP SEIZURES LEGAL,’ 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 3.~—Great 
Britain's replies to the latest American 
representations against interferences 
with neutral commerce reject entirely the 
contention that the orders {nm council ere 
iiiegal and justify the British course as 
being wholly within international law. 

“ Unsustainable either in point of law or 
upon principles of internationa! equity,” 
is the British reply to the American pro- 
test against the blockade of neutral ports, 
with an invitation to submit to interna- 
tional arbitration any cases in which the 
United States is dissatisfied with the ec- 
tion of British prise courts. 

Reply in Two Notes. 

Great Britain's reply, embodied in two 
notes, one supplemental, ‘was made public 
here tonight and in London simultaneous- 
ly by agreement between the two govern- 
ments. With the notes was made public 
also the correspondence over the Ameri- 
can steamer Neches, seized by the British 


origin. All the coreespondence aggregates 
7,000 words. . 

Changed conditions of warfare, the Brit- 
ish note contends, require a new applica- 
. tion of the principles of international law. 
The advent of the submarine, the airship, 
and the allegd atrocities by German troops 

in Belgium are cited as justification for 
the exercise of extreme measures. 3 
Blockade Is Justified. 

The blockade is justified on the con- 
tention that the universally recognized 
fundamental principle of a blockade is 
that a belligerent is entitled to cut off 
“by effective means the sea-borne com- 
merce of his enemy.” 

The note reiterates that Great Britain 
will continue to apply the orders com- 


fort to avoid embarrassment to neutrals, 
and observes that the American statis- 
tics show that any loss in trade with 
German and Austria has been more than 
overbalanced by the increase of other 
industrial activities due to the war. 


Substance of General Reply. 

In the general reply to the American 
representations against the orders in 
council, Sir Edward Grey, the foreign 
minister, addressing Ambessador Page, 
begins by expressing the hope thet be 
may be able to convince the administra- 
tion in Washington “that the measures 
we have announced are not only rea- 
sonable and necessary in themselves, but 
constitute no more than an adaptation 
of the old principles of blockade to the 
peculiar circumstances with which we 
are confronted.” 

“T need scarcely dwell,” wrote Sir Ed- 
ward, “on the obligations incumbent 
upon the allies to take every step in their 
power to overcome thelr common enemy 
in view of the shocking violation of 
the recognized rules and principles of 
civilizec warfare of which he has been 
guilty during the present struggle.” 

Sir Edward then refers to atrocities 
in Beigium, poisoning of wells in German. 
Southwest Africa, use of poisonous gases 
against the allied troops in Flanders, and 
finally the sinking of the Lusitania, to 
show “how indispensable it is that we 
should leave unused no justifiable method 
of defending ourseives.”’ 

Recalls U. 8S. Admission. 

Coming down to the question of the 
allied blockade of neutral ports, the note 
continues:

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Field Marshal Von der Goltz Asserts

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 26.— [De- 
layed.]—The greatest fleet ever assembied 
for purposes of attack has scarcely 
scratched the defenses of the Darda- 
nelles. The possibility that the strait 
will be forced by the Anglo-French war- 
ships and land forces is too remote for 
consideration, and back of this feeling 
of confidence of superiority of Turkish 
arms is developing a new spirit of na- 
tional unity that is regenerating the 

Turkish empire. 

Briefly put, these were the statements 
made to me today by Field Marshal von 
der Goltz of the German army, who, a4 
military instructor of the Turkish army 
for years preceding the Balkan wars, won 
for himself the title ‘“‘ father of the mod- 
ern Turkish army.” 

It was in this capacity as the gréatest 
authority on the modern Turkish army 
that I had asked him to explain through 
the United Press the progress of the 
Dardanelles operations and the sudden 
strength displayed by the Turkish army 
following its admittedly poor showing 
during the two Balkan wars. 


E Defenses Very Strong. 

“ Entirely aside from the valor of this 
new Turkish army, there are other ele- 
ments of strength in the defenge of the 
Dardanelles which I am certain the pub- 
lic at a whole has so far failed to appre- 
Ciate,’’ said the field marshal. ‘I doubt 
if the world at large knows that up to 
the present moment not a single ship of 
the allied fleets has ever passed the first 
line of mines. ; 

“ Back of this mere sentinel, as it were, 
lie whole mime fields and submarine de- 
fenses of the most modern and perfected 
types. Even were a ship able to elude 


: the first line of mines, the chances that it 
could pass the real mine defenses that 
follow are so infinitesimally small as not 
to be calculated. 

. “The Turkich army of today is for the 
first time really a Turkish army and is 
for the very first time a Turkish army 
fighting for the existence of a Turkish 
empire that means ‘ fatherland * to every 
individual soldier. 


World Deceived in Strength. 

“These, principally, are the reasons 
why the English and French, trying to 
force their way into Constantinople, have 
found themselves facing an insurmount- 
able barrier of fire and steeil.’’

SUED FOR $15,000. 


Charles Bosch, wealthy wallpaper deal- 
er, is painted as a Lothario in the deciar- 
ation of Dr. Arthur E. Price’s $15,000 
alienation suit, the praecipe of which was 
Sled last June. | 

Tt is alleged that Bosch not only stole 
the heart of Mra Price but brought pres- 
sure to bear on Dr. Price to prevent him 
from defending a divorce action subse- 
quently brought. 

In the latter part of July, 1914, Bosch 
was a guest in the summer residence of 
the Prices at Higman Park, near Benton 
Herbor, Mich. On July 20, it is set forth, 
Bosch clandestinely met Mrs. Price, “ in- 
tending to injure the doctor and to deprive 
him of the society, affections, and aesist- 
ance of his wife.” 


. Her Love Grows Cold? 
Since that time, it is alleged, Mrs. 
Price’s love for her husband hes been un- 
dermined and finally destroyed. Dr. Price 
gives Bosch's wealth rather than his per- 
sonal charms credit for widening the 
breach. He paints himself in the declara- 
tion, despite that he is a, member of the 
Westward Ho Golf club, Chicago Athletic 
association, Union League, and various 
other Chicago clubs, as a “ man of mod- 
erate income and little property.”

‘Mir. Gompers asserts tn his letter thet 
the steamboat inspection service is wholly 


inefficient, absolutely under the contro! | 


of the vessel owners, and thet the Red- 
flela investigation is being conductéd 
solely to protect that service from the 
pubifc’s righteous wrath. 

Disregard for Safety. 

Referring directiy to the Dastland dis- 
aster and the-federal steamboat inspec- 
tors’ connection with it, Mr. Gompers 
ears: 

“The necessary immediate investiga- 
tions in connection with the disaster have 
revealed. a shocking callousness for 
human safety and welfare, disregard for 
regulations and standards of safety, and 
ineffectiveness on the part of the in- 
spectors. hese 

“ The men who do the work on the ships 
and boats not only of the great lakes but 
on the rivers and the high seas, have re- 
peatedly given warning of the many and 
unnecessary dangers to human life. For 
years they have urged their contentions.” 

Mr. Gompers directs the president’sat- 
tention to the fact that the Chicago Fed- 
eration of Labor attempted last year to 
get Secretary Redfield to make an investi- 
gation of the steamboat inspection serv- 
ice, that it presented spécific charges to 
the secretary, and that these charges 
had been waved aside by Mr. Redfield. 


Urges Impartial Commission. 

*“ Since all our inspection agencies have 
proved woefully inadequate,” he con- 
tihues, “ would it not be a travesty on 
justice, would it not make light of the 
value of tuman lives that were de- 
stroyed on the Eastland, and the value of 
other human lives that shall be entrusted

Revised Figurés of Western Elec- 
tric on Eastland Victims Reduces 
‘Namber Not Accounted For.

(Foreman of the “ Eastland "' Coroner's Jury.) 
UMORS had come to the attention 
ef the eoroner’s jury that the 
steamer Hastiand turned over be- 
cause it was aground. 

One man of standing in the com- 
munity telephoned that he had heard 
from very good eources that a scowload 
of material had been dumped over the 
La Salle street tunnel to stop a leak. 
When one witness was asked his opinion 
as to why the Eastland capsized he re- 
plied that he thought it might have been 
aground. Another geve it as his opinion 
that the tanks did not fill as they should, 
if they did not, because the seacock open- 
ing was. stopped by the river bottom. 

To settle this question many soundings 
were made and some questions were 
asked of witnesses. Col. Alien made some 
soundings, the result of which were 
placed at the disposal of the jury. Capt. 
Wood testified as to some depths. Divers, 
rescuers, and others had gone over all of 
the bottom of the river in the vicinity 
of the wreck. 

To supplement this, Coroner Hoffman 
gent some of his inapectors under Dr. 
McNally to systematically eound the bot- 
tom of the river between the dock and 
the wreck. , 

Making Soundings. 

The plan pursued was as follows: A 
series of soundings wes made from the 
bow of the propeller extending from the 
dock to the wreck. The first line—let us 
all it A—extended from the bow to the 
dock. The distance was eighteen feet. 
The soundings on this line were three 
feet apart. They began at the dock with 
No. 1 and ran to the wreck side, No. 6. 
Thirteen feet down the dock a line was 
run out and soundings every three feet 
along it were taken. Thirteen feet far- 
ther down the dock a series of C sound- 
ings were begun. It was found that the 
after part of the boat was six feet farther 
out in the river than the bow 

The boat had a thirty-eight foot beam. 
This meant that the center of the boat, 
when it turned, was about eighteen feet 
| ffom the deck at the bow and twenty- 
four feet at the stern. The minimum 
depth of water found was slightly under 
fourteen feet, and that was near the 
dock. Near the center of the ship the 
bottom was nearly flat, which means that 
the greatest depth of the ship extended 
for several feet on each side of the middle 
line, but to offset this the bottom of the 
‘overturned boat from the middle of the 
boat to the stern was six feet farther out 
in the river than at the bow. Therefore 
it was important to know the depth of 
the water about eighteen feet from the 
dock from the bow to the stern of the 
boat. This depth was around eighteen 
feet. The water at the stern was several! 
feet deeper than at the bow. 

Estimating Boat’s Depth. 
What was the depth of the boat in the 
water? The red line of the boat was about 
11 feet 6 inches at the bow. The appear- 
ance of the bow indicated that the boat 
when it went over was drawing nine feet 
of water at the bow. The estimates given 
of the draft at the center and aft varied. 
They ranged around 12 to 14 gget as the 
maximum draft by any part of the boat.

We did not think the bodt was aground 
at any point. There were several feet 
of-water between its bottom and the river 
bottom. While a boat with but afew feet 
of water under its bottom is not as stable 
as it is when the water is deeper, no boat 
that would turn over in shallow water 
or that would have been unstable in shal- 
low water had any business in the excur-

We heard that the steamer, while tied 
to the dock, had been pulled over by the 
tug Kenosha. The testimony showed that 
the Eastland, which commonly went out 
under its own power, had arranged for 
a tug on thie morning. The tug at the 
proper time proceeded to its station. It 
took the tow line of the Eastland, which 
then was fastened properly. This having 
been accomplished, the captein saw that 
the bow of the tug was tied up to the dock, 
after which he and some of his crew had 
something to eat. As the time for leaving 
approached he and his crew got ready to 
swing the bow of the Eastland out into. 
the river. 

He never got the signal to go ahead and 
in consequence his tug never pulled an 
ounce on the Fastland. Being directly 
under the bow, he could not see what the 
passengers were doing or on what parts 
of the EKastiand they were. When the 
Eastland capsized he placed the Kenosha 
80 ag to bridge the space between the dock 
and the bow of the Eastland and made it 
fast in that position. 


Harbor Master’s Action. 

The assistant harbor master testified 
that he felt that the boat was overturn- 
ing and that he tok the harbor mester 
}that they had better get off the dock, for 
when it went over the dock would go 
with it. The harbor master ordered the 
captain to straighten up the boat, saying 
that he [the harbor master} would not 
allow the boat to leave until it had been 
straightened up. Specifically, he said: 
“I will not give you the bridge.” 

The tug captain sadd that he would not.

been given the bridge. Several witnesses 
testified that the stern lines had been cast 
off. Some modified thie by saying that 
the main stern line had been cast off, 
Sut that one line was left on.

Our army costs us ap- 
proximately $100,000,000 a year, and we 
are not ge@ing adequate return for the 
money. 

_ Wo. Progress in a Decade. 

*'por ten years we have had about 90,000 
men under training continuously at a cost 
in round numbers of $1,000,000,000, yet we 
have no more trained men available today 
for the immediate defense of our country 
than we had ten yearsago. Had the same 
expenditure been made under the reserve 
system we would have today an available 
trained force of regulars of at least 200,000 
men instead of the 40,000 we actually have. 
“ A total expenditure of $65,000,000 in ten 
years has given Switzerland a trained 
army of nearly 500,000 men. The total 
cost to the government of each Swiss sol- 
dier during that entire period has been 
$130. The cost of each American soldiér 
during the same period has been $10,000. 

“ This is due in part to a faulty military 
aystem and in part toa political pork bar- 
rel system. That the abuses and extrava- 
gances of the latter should extend to our

INTERVENTION IN MEXICO. 

Seemingly authentic if sot formally authorized 
reports from Washington insist that the 
is now confronting the immediate duty of armed 
intervention in Mexico, The appeal to Mexican fac- 
tions made early in June has gone the way of prior 
negotiations, and a rumored term for getting together 
has expired. We now have a report that the 
A. B. GC. governments and the ranking Latin Amer- 
ican diplomatic representatives at Washington, 
those of Bolivia, Uruguay, and Guatemala, are to 
be invited into conference looking to early action. 

The policy of inviting leading Latin American gov- 
ernments to our council table at this critical stage of 
our national policy must be viewed as a delicate and 
dubious experiment. Its purpose obviously is to con- 


sion. Bureauctacy is bound and tied to method. If} ciliate Latin American opinion, to disarm suspicion 


the. method be theoretically good, or if it be prac 
tically convenient, or if it have a background of long 
experience, it is, in the opinion of bureaucracy, proof 


- egainst incident or accident, against fact or fate. 


The disposition of a strongly centralized govern- 
ment, such as is needed for efficiency in many re- 
xpects, is to become bureaucratic, and the tendency 
of a bureaucracy is to formulize a method and there- 
after. to worship the method. 

This is a substitution of precedent for intelligence ; 
but inasmuch as precedent is easy to follow and in- 
telligence hard to come by or to exercise, the line of 
least resistance is followed. 

When a fact makes wreckage of the precedent the 
impulse of bureaucracy is to come to the rescue of 
the method. It cannot, in official opinion, be wrong. 
It has been adopted. It has been tried. It acquires 
a certain divinity. If a fact. opposes it, there must 
be something wrong with the fact. There cannot be 
anything wrong with the method. 

In the case of the Eastland there could be nothing 
wrong with the methods of inspection and regulation. 
There must be something wrong elsewhere. The 
fact, that the Eastland rolled over became, in the 
opinion of officialdom, negligible. What perversity 
caused it to do so would be incomprehensible, but the 
fact that it did could not possibly suggest that a 


- change in method was necessary, method being eter- 


nal and inerrant. 


“FORWARD LOOKING” STATECRAFT. 

The Associated Press reports from Tokyo an in- 
teresting speech by Count Okuma. Referring to 
the war, the Japanese statesman “said he was 
not fearful of the outcome. Germany could not 
send troops to the far east, and, he added, ‘It 
would not be impossible to make some arrange- 
ment with Germany to place the peace of the orient 
on a lasting footing.’ ”’ 

This from England's ally throws an instructive 


' light upon Japanese statecraft, which, as Tue 


Trreunm takes frequent occasion to remind Amer- 
icans, is a thoroughly practical affair concerned 
singly with the advancement of Japanese inter- 
ests and not with those lofty considerations of 
Humanity end Ofvilization which we in America 
are told must be the gim of our own policy. 

Two American clergymen have been inviting 
us of late .to accept the amiable assurances con- 
veyed by Japanese officials on various occasions, 
especially banquets. We invite Americans, and 


_ especially those at Washington who have to do 


with American policy, to meditate upon this utter- 
ance of Count Okuma and upon the prospect it 
promises. If Germany triumphs and sets up a 
Great European empire in the west any one who 
doubts Japan will meke convenient terms with 
the victor is too sentimentally befogged to be at 


large without a guardian. Pacifist United States 


would then be pleasantly situated between a mili- 
tant empire of the far east and a militant empire 
of Europe, recalling the description of a certain 
amiable, ingenuous president as “a large body en- 


tirely surrounded by men who know exactly what |. 


they want.” 
These are considerations which congress may 
ignore under the influence of pork and pacifism, 


‘but if ‘the Americano people. have any interest in 


the security and future progress. of their country 
they will see to it that our defenses are not 
limited nor our diplomacy directed by the theory 
that other governments are engaged in @ labor of 
brotherly love and national self-sacrifice.

A tariff league with determined and intelligent 
backing has been perfected, the new federal trade 
commission, which might have busied itself with any 
of a dosen possible duties, has deliberately special- 
isetl in @ swing around the country under the sec- 
tion of the law giving it the right “to inquire into 
and to congress on all conditions of trade in 
this country and in foreign countries and all ‘that 
may affect the foreign trade of the United States and 
may recommend legislation to congress,” Washington 
dispatches have been received from authoritative 
sources insisting that President Wilson has already 
determined to appoint a commission within the next 
few months with orders to recommend such legisla- 
tion as is considered wise for furthering American 
commerce, and the department of commerce has com- 


forted the business men who have undertaken the 


development of an American dyestuf industry with 
the assurance that every precaution will be taken to 
prevent “unfair foreign competition ” following the 
retstablishment of trade routes. Bye os 
These are noteworthy signs, for the tariff problems 
are acute and far more complicated now than under 
ordinary conditions, Whatever schedules were prop- 
er before the outbreak of the European war, ‘no 
measure framed then can provide the correct 
measure of protection for the pence that will 
come and also the attacks that will be directed on 
eur “infant” ifdustries started during the war. 
American manufacturers are being urged to extend 
their facilities for making dyestuffs and the chemical 
men have shown unusual bravery. Herbert H. Dow, 
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and fear of our intent, which the president is deter- 
mined to place upon the highest altruistic plane. 
But desirable as it is for us to cultivate more con- 
fidently friendly relations with the more stable Latin 
American nations, a general invitation for them to 
help in the formulation of a policy so onerous and 
important to us is not likely, in our opinion, to have 
the effect the president desires. 

Mr. Wilson’s notion of what Sig. Carranza calls 

the Latin soul is not very correct, unless we must 
dismiss as error the judgment of men who have spent 
their lives in touch with “that very fiery particle”; 
and while his conscience may approve his course on 
idealistie grounds, his worldly judgment, so acute in 
matters political at home, may err widely as to polit- 
ical results in Latin America. What seems to our 
confident power magnanimity gets translated south 
of the Rio Grande as pusillanimity. The fear of us 
as the colossus of the north is underlaid with con- 
tempt for us as inconsistent, pretentious, softly self- 
indulgent, undiscerning, blustering but to be out- 
bl The rhetoric and ingratiating externals 
of diplomacy cover in official intercourse, but ought 
not to hide from us this truth. 
If the governments of distant countries like Bo- 
livia, Uruguay, Argentina, or Chile are to be invited 
to help cook our broth, it is to be hoped there will 
be no doubt of the chief cook. If we are about to 
undertake the costly task of intervention, the end of 
which no wise man will pretend to predict, there 
ought to be no question that our paramountcy 


be recognized and secured. Our interests are in fact en 


‘and beyond debate paramount. We are deeply con- 
cerned with conditions in Mexico, a neighboring 
state, into which our people have been encouraged 
to go in numbers and to invest heavily, and for 
whose conduct the powers in a serious degree hold 
us responsible. We have suffered most grievously. 
We are to bear the burden of intervetition. 

If in spite, of all this we do not insure our free- 
dom of action now and as events develop, we shall 
‘invite vexatious and costly complication, while im- 
pressing the Latin American mind even less favor 
ably than in the past. We did not call on Latin 
America to help us deal with Cuba on the first occa- 
sion or the second, and we are not going to win 
Latin American confidence and respect by waving 
legitimate claims to deal thoroughly and with assured 
benefit to ourselves with the problem Mexican an- 
archy has thrust upon us. 

Intervention by the United States will bring to the 
Mexicans better conditions, social, political, and 
economic, than they can hope for from their own 
native leaders, but we owe it to ourselves to refrain 
from entangling alliances and from premature or 
improvident pledges.

SOUTH AMERICAN TRADE MYTHS. 
(From the New York Times.} 

In an address before the Philadelphia chamber 
of commerce on “Trade Possibilities in South 
America,” ex-Senator Theodore B. Burton of Ohio, 
who has lately made a tour of the Latin-Ameri- 
can republics, attacked two of the prevailing no- 
tions which have done much to prevent Ameri- 
cans from embarking in trade with the nations 


south of us. Long credits, Mr. Burton insisted, 
are not essential to successful commercial inter- 


| course with South America, and he declared also 


that South American merchants do not insist 
that goods shall “conform to their style,” that 
they must be packed in certain ways, and the 
prejudices of the customer considered in every 
sale. On the contrary, he believes that the South 
American is quick to buy new things when they 
are properly brought to his attention. That is to 
say, trade in South America is like trade every- 
where else. Good saleamanshsip is essential and 
the goods must be worth the buying. : 

_ English is not commonly spoken in South 
America. No matter how expert a salesman may 
be, if he has not a command of both the Spanish 
and Portuguese languages, he should remain at 
home. Mr. Burton’s observations in South 
America led him to infer that “we have not 
bothered ourselves about foreign trade except in 
articles that are sold with ease.” In other words, 
we have not as yet bothered about it at all, and 
it is well worth bothering about. Combination 
of interests is necessary to the upbullding of ex- 


port trade. Small manufacturers cannot often

Exacts Heavy Penalties. 


Apparently the Japanese are learning a 
lesson from this in regard to their deal- 
ings with the Chinese. The negotiations 
over the recent riots at Hankow seem to 
point that way. In a great many other 
cases of disturbance of the peace in 
China. where Japanese have been injured 
or damaged, the Japanese government 
has exacted very heavy penalties. 

The value of a Japanese laborer or smal! 
tradesman, when injured by Chinese, has 
been held at extraordinarily high figures 
by the Japanese government. In a riot at 
Nanking, where a couple of Japanese 
barbers were killed, they turned out to 
be worth more than a hundred thousand 
yen apiece [$50,000], when it came to the 
payment of indemnity by the Chinese. 
Even in cases where the Japanese 
were the instigators of the trouble, and 
it was clearly proved so, they have forced 
the Chinese to apologize and pay Indem- 
nity. | 


Small Compensation Satisfactory. 
But in the Hankow case—which oo- 
curred after the acceptance of the recent 
Japanese ultimatum—the Japanese are 
taking a decidedly different tack. The 
negotiations there have proceeded quiet- 
ly, with nothing like the usual bluster and 
fuss, and now the word comes up from 
Hankow that the Japanese consul, who 
is handling the matter, has agreed that 
no inmgemnity shall be paid, but merely 
that small compensation shal! be given 
to the family of the man who was killed. 
This means that the Japanese have 
come to the conclusion that it is not al- 
ways the best way to increase their 
friendship with the Chinese to go after 
them with a bludgeon.
